The 
sidewalks are excellent, and exh bited no 
signs of dampness, while the walls of the 
arthway are kept whitewashed, and are at 
all times as white as the driven snow. The 
structure possesses the qualities of an im- 
mense speaking-tube, the workmen being 
able !o converse at the distance of two 
miles from each other. The echo is very 
strong and lasting. The fabric is said to 
be built after a model of the catacombs 
of Rome, aided by all the latest improve- 
ments. On b oth sides, at about two hundred 
yards distance from one another, are open- 
ings through which the workmen can as- 
cend by means of permanent iron ladders, 
in case of sudden rain storm should cause 
the water to rise over th« sidewalks, which 
is, however, of rare occurrence. 


The contents of the sewer of course flow 


into the river Seine, and the current is 
sufHcieut'to carry the boat used along with 
considerable volocity. 
Large reservoirs 


are constructed at intervals, into whioh the 
water can be turned for a short time in 
case it should be necessary to have the canal 
dry for a little while. The whole work was 
completed in two jears. Besides the main 
canal, there are many minor ones, con- 
structed under the principal streets, all of 
which can be made to communicate with 
one another. These admirable underground 
works are accessible from the Louvre, the 
Tuilleries, and from all the barracks, and 
should the Parisians take a notion to 
barricade the streets in any part of the city, 
the Imperial Government might, at short 
notice and without any person being aware 
of it, transport troops, and if there is time 
to make use of theresetvoirs, no cati cavalrv 
also be transported the same way. There 
is an end to shooting on tho soldiers from 
the windows, and a revolution in Paris will 
soon only be remembered among things 
that hare been, never to occur again. 
Through these underground passages a 
prisoner can easily be taken from the 
Louvre to the Seine without attracting at- 
tention, and thence sent by railway which 
is near at hand. This splended system of 
sewerage was one of the pet schemes of 
the first Napoleon.
